Fight the Enemy ; and having Polted his 
. BHorſe very advantagiouſly, on a riſing 
Ground, and lined the Hedges with his 
Foot, in a Lane near the Town of Boyle, 
. Mthrough which they were to Paſs: The 
| MEnemy were no ſooner come up, but our 
Men charged them with all the Vigour 
and Courage imaginable, and after a ſhort 
Ftime put them to Flight, which Colonel 
Lloyd perceiving, took a circumference 
Ewith his Horſe and Dragoons, and got in- 
'Wto Boyle (through which the Enemy were 
to paſs) before them, where meeting with 
Fthe Enemy, charged them in the Front 
with his Horfe, whiPft the Foot fell upon 
the Rear, that they killed 700 on the ſpor, 
and took 300 Priſoners, among which 
were Colonel O Xely, their Commander, 
and 40 other Officers, a great nuinber of 
Arms, 8000 Head of Cattle, &c.

The Enemy retired about 43 Miles far- 
ther, and there Poſted themſelves 3; a 
very aivantageous place; and the King 
followed them with his Horſe and Dra-

Morning *till 9 at Night, his Majeſty 
did not think fit to engage the Troops 
any farter, but ordered the Horſe and 
Dragoons to remain in Arms all Night:

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Cannon to be Fired on them, he would 
not give them any Quarter. This ſo 
frighted the Governour, that having kept 
the Trumpeter ſome time, he returned

out without Arms; and that he muſt 
quickly refolve whether he would accept 
of this Offer. In the mean time Mon-

. But the Officers of the Gariſon, after 
| having confulted together, reſolved to 
yield ; and the Capitulation being Sign- 


ed, they delivered up a Gate, and mar-

were conducted to Athlone, the Officers 
being permitted to wear their Swords. 
After which, Monfkeur de Ia Meloniere 
gave Protections to a great many Papifs,

On Tueſday, immediately after the 
Defeat, the. Late King Fames Fled to 


- Dublin, and came in there about 10 at 


Night, with about 209 Horſe, all in dil- 
order; and about 12, the whole Body 
of the "Tiſh Horſe came into the City.

Wedneſday, Fuly the 2d. King Tames ha- 
ving ſent for the ih Lord Mayor, and

told them, That he found all things a- 

gainſt him; that in Enz/apd he had an Ar- 
my which would have Fought, but they 
proved falſe, and deſerted him; That 
here he had aart ny, which was: Loyal 
enough, but would Jtand by him: He 
was now neceſſicatzd to provide for his 
ſafetyz and that they ſhould make the 
beſt Terms for themſelves that they 
could. He told his meniat Servants, That 


| he ſhould have now no farther occaſion 


to keep ſuch a Court, as he had done, 
and that therefore they were at Libetty 
to diſpoie of themſelves: He-defired' 
them all to be kind to the Proteſiont In- 
habicants, and -not to injure thery, or this.

AJl this day, being Wedzeſday, nothing 


was to be ſeen in Dwblin, but Officers 
and Carriages, and the principal Per- 
- fons of the Town, their Wives and Fa- 
milies going away ; others coming in 
duſty and weary, getting away as faſt as 
they could. About four in the Afﬀeer- 
noon the Proteftants were aftrighted with 
the appearance of the Tifh. Horſe, which 
were drawn out of the City early in the 
Morning, and which they hoped had 
been quite gone, entering into Town, 
followed by the French and Fiſh Foot, in 
a full Body; but they only marched 
through the Town to go farther; the 


Militia that kept the City followed them; | 


only the Goyernour remained : At laſt 
he reſolved to march alſo, and to drive 
two or three hundred of the principal 
Priſoners before him ; but while they 
- Were preparing for this, a falſe Allarm 
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was ſpread, that a Party of the Engliſh 
being Landed at the Harbour, were juit 
at the Townsend ; it was too duskie to 
diſprove this by view, and they had not 
leifure to fend a Meſlenger, but in hafte 
ſhifted for themſelves. 

The Proteſtants now began to look 
out, not knowing well in what Condition 
they were in ; but venturing to the Ca- 
{tle, they . found Captain Farlow, who 
had been a Priſoner there, keeping Gar- 
riſon alone. .V pon this, Captain Fitz- 
Gerald, and ſeveral others, who had been 
Prifoners, went and ſtayed there all 
Night ; but ſtill they were unſecure, ha- 
ving no Arms. Early next Morning, be- 
ing Thurſday, the Proteſtants ran about to 
Roman Catholicks Houſes, demanding 
their Arms, who being quite diſpirited, 
delivered them without diſpute. By Six 
in the Morning, the Biſhop of .Mearh, 
Dr. K:ng, and other Principal Proteſtants, 
 formd a Committee. in the Caſtle, and 

fixed a Proteſtant Militia; and ſent away 

an Expreſs to the King, of the Towns 

being at Liberty. This Expreſs found

Till Afternoon, this Thar/day, the __

and embracing one an other, and bleflins 
God for this Wonderful Deliverance, as 
it they had been alive from the Dead. 


At Eight that Night, one Troop of Dra-: 


g00Ns Came as a Guard to an:Officer, that 
came to take Charge of the Stores. It 
was impoſhiible, the King himſelf coming 
after this, could be welcomed with equal 
Joy, as this one Tr o0p; the Proteſtants 
hung about the Horſes, and were ready 
ro pullthe Men off them, az they March'd 
up to the Caſtle. 

— The next Morning, being Friday, Fu- 
ly 4. The Dake of Ormond, and Monſieur 
Overkirk, came in with Nins T roops of 
Horte ; and the King being Encamped, 
by Finglas, came on Sunday to St. Patricks 
Church, and heard a Sermon, Preached 
by Dr. King, CO! icerning the Power of 
God; of 243i:9, that which ſeemed to 6s 
preatef 11975 Earth, mighty Armies, was a 
faint Shad. The King went back to 
His Camp to Dinnzr, not ſuff-ring any 
Soldiers to came into the City; CXcept a 


tow tor Guards. 
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By ſome Perſons, in our Army, that 
have viewed the Dead, at the Boyne, I 
am told, that there was not above Six- 
ceen Hundred Killed, on bath Sides, tho 
rerhaps you may hear of greater Num- 
bers in England, which is a wonderful 
Thing, that ſo ſmall a loſs ſhould diſperſe 


the whole iſh Army, who ſeemed to be 


blown away only by a Wind from 
God. 

Fuly the 5th. The Town of Wexford
